I have_ been struck (in reading the account 
of the proceedings which took place in the celebra- 
tien of St. Patrick’s Day on Saturday, and the sub- 
sequent festival last Monday at the Chinese Assem- 
bly Rooms) by one feature which ‘very remarkably 
distinguishes these gatherings from all others of a 
similar nature which are annually beld in our 
Americen cities, and that is, not only the intense 
foreign nationality displayed, but also the deep sec- 
tarianism which pervaded the entire celebration. 
Compdsed as our commusity is of emigrants and 
the descendants of emigrants from the various na- 
tions of Europe, it is not to be wondered at that 
festive gatherings to commemorate and keep alive 
the virtues of our ancestors and rehearse the events 
of days of yore, should annually take place; and 
that on such occasions we should call to mind 
what we, or our fathers, once were, and pay a 
tribute of respect to their memories. All this may 
very well censist with a pure Americanism and a 
sincere love of this as our only country. 

But in reading the reports of St. Patrick’s cele- 
bration, | was impressed with the feeling that the 
netiouality uppermost in the hearts of the “ Friendly 
Sens of St. Patrick,” as they call themselves, was 
not the land of Wasutneron, but of O’Connext, 
and that there was another feeling also connected 
with this strong Irish nationality, viz., religious 
bigotry ; which the preacher on that occasion took 
especial pains fo excite.

I have received letters from Fort Laramie 
on the upper Platte, and Fort Pierre, on the upper 
Missouri. From the upper Missouri Col. Vaveuan, 
the Indian Agent, writes me that the Indians are 
in a very unsettled condition—evincing symptoms 
of great dissatisfaction and a disposition te mis- 
chief. The Winter has so far confined them to 
their camps in the river bottom, being destitute of 
the means Of making forays at that season with 
much effect. The Spring is now about to open, 
and we may anticipate trouble with them. Our 
difficulties will be confined to the various ®ands of 
the Sioux, this tribe having hereditary feuds with 
all the other tribes in, that region. The Blackfeet
